WORK IS DONE FREE 


to perform this work Dr. S. B. Hart- 
man. began Tuesday morning an ex- 
amination of the teeth of the pupils of 
the Jefferson school. He examined the 
mouths of fifty-one pupils yesterday 
and/thirty this morning all from 
the 


sixth and seventh grades. The result 
of the examination as conducted so far 
sho.ivs that a fair average Is teins 
made by the pupils In the care of the 
teet^h. and that the majority of them 
are '.devoting considerable attention to 
this; though a number of bad cases of 
neglect were also apparent. 


1 Find* Some Perfect Teeth. 


Ttoe care of the teeth among the 


girls has so far shown a higher aver- 
age jand the teeth of one twelve-year 
old girl, who had her second set. were 
pronounced by Dr. Hartman to be nb-

Tho plan" secured tho hearty 
endorsement of the board and super- 
intendent and resulted In the board 
authorizing the dentists to commence

school. The examination is absolutely 
free of charge as the dentists are bear- 
ing the entire expense of paying Dr. 
Hartman for conducting It. 


Several weeks ago the dentists of the 


city held a meeting and organized a 
society for the purpose of instructing 
children in the care of the teeth. 


A Committee Appointed., 


As the result of this meeting an/1 the 


forming of the society n committee of 
nve dentists, with Dr. J. W. Thompson 
as chairman, was appointed to confer 
with the school hoard and tho super- 
intendent of schools, In reference to 
thfi ndvis.ibllUj- of conducting a dental 
examination of the teeth of children In 
the public schools of the city, a step 
which met with the endorsement of 
the board and the superintendent. 
Permission was given to conduct an 
examination at the Jefferson school, 
and this examination was 
started 


Tuesday morning by Dr. S. B. Hart- 
man, who was unanimously chosen by 
the dentists of the city to conduct the 
examination. Dr. Hartman examined 
the mouths nf fifty-one children Tues- 
day and over thirty this morning, 
and his examination so far has re- 
sulted in showing that the larger part 
of the pupils arc paying marked at- 
tention to the care of the teeth, (hough 
some very bad cases of neglect of the 
teeth were also found. 
The average 


for caring for the teeth is higher 
among the girls than the boys, and one 
girl of only twelve years of age, 
had her second set of teeth.

Senator Long proposed an amend- 
ment by which the prescription of a 
physician should be open to inspec- 
tion at the hands of only peace offi- 
cers or persons designated by a court. 


Would M«ke Doctor* Agtntt. 


Senator Brady, of Wabash. charged 


that the amendment made the doctors 
agents of the 
drug store and was 


therefore objectionable. 


Senator G%rst thought the bill un- 


constitutional because it ..would re- 
veal the p'ofesslonal secrets of the 
doctors. 


Senator Tllden declared that the bill 


was aimed at the greatest abuse of 
the liquor traffic in the state and af- 
firmed that a druggist of Green Cas- 
tle had formerly been a distiller and 
that he had sold four thousand quarts 
of whisky since the county went dry. 


A Practical Amendment. 


Senator Curtis, of Mount Vernon, 


proposed an amendment which was 
designed to remove the opposition to 
the Halleck bill and It met with the 
favor of the senators. 
The chanpe 


made by him was that the prescrip- 
tions aimed at by the bill might be 
inspected by the prosecutor within six 
months and that they might bo used 
in court as evidence against a drug- 
gist. Ho nlso restorer] the validity of 
an order from a reputable person not 
a physician. 


The railroad omnibus hill contain- 


ed measures advocated by the rail- 
roads, the railroad commission and 
by the Brotherhood of Trainmen, and 
In the whole vote there was but one 
cast in the negative.

UNIQUE TOY ON EXHIBITION. 


"The Death of Cock Robin" Depicted 


in Machinery. 


The old nursery story of Cock Robin 


is told by machinery in an unique toy, 
the invention of J. C. 'Grosjean, of 
Lima, 0., which is now on exhibition 
in the show window oE the Indiana 
Furniture company. 


Enclosed in a glass case about four 


feet long and two and a half feet 
high is the mechanism which tells this 
story. The scene portrays an old mill 
with the water wheel turning, and a 
large rat disappearing: and reappearing 
continually at one end of 
the 
mill, 


while a mouse does the same through 
the door. 
Surrounding the mill are 


the different birds that have a. place in 
the rhyme which begins: 
• 


"Who killed Cock Robin? 
I said the sparrow, 
With my bow and arrow 
I killed Cock Robin." 


The sparrow with his bow and ar- 


row, the fly that saw the deed done, 
the owl that digs the grave, the rook 
that reads the burial service and the 
body of Cock Robin being- lowered In- 
to a grave in'a casket by the six wrens 
are all shown by machinery. Jn front 
of every bird is a little card, and as 
the machinery starts to tell the story 
these cards npfln ant] describe each 
detail of the death and burial as told 
in the rhyme, and the -part each bird 
takes, the machinery working the fig- 
ures at the same time. The mechan- 
ism is operated by an electric motor, 
and is as complicated a piece of ma- 
chinery as the lira in of an inventor has 
ever equipped a toy with.

AFRAID QF REPEAL LAW. 


'A new option law will be rushed through the legis- 


lature1 this week to entirely displace the Proctor county 
option repeal act which became a law a few days ago. 
Fear -has arisen that the Proctor law may not stand 
constitutional tests. This fear rests specifically on the 
possible contingency that the county option law ma\ 
be held to have been unconstitutional. It was so held 
by two fudges of the supreme court, and a majority 
opinion so holding would now invalidate the repeal 
law.. ..The supreme court has undergone change since 
the ".county option law and it is not .in altogether 
remote contingency that as now constituted the former 
decisions would be set aside. 


The county option repealers do not want to take 


any chances that their law will not stand, though in 
just what status a ruling of court that the earlier op- 
tion law and consequently the repeal measure were 
Invalid would leave the liquor code of Indiana is 
somewhat problematical. 
It would produce a vast con- 


fusion certainly and leave the anti-saloon people only 
the old remonstrance laws with which to fight. 


Since the passage of the Proctor repeal bill there 


have been the liveliest preparations in many com- 
munities to fight for possession of territory that has 
bccri dry under the county law. In some places elec- 
tioris are already arranged for during the present 
mohth and in others petitions for-election are in cir- 
culation. 
It is probable the substitute measure will 


contain a clause to validate all that has been done 
under the act to be displaced. In1 any other case the 
turmoil of some communities will have to be gone 
through again. 


'A CITY SEALER. 


': Why there should be any delay by.the dry council 


to enact an ordinance providing for a city sealer no 
reason appears. The proposal is a thoroughly good 
one.. It contemplates a public function that if hon- 
jstly1 performed means a square deal for everybocly 
in fhe matter of those -things which are bought by 
'Veig'ht or measure. Wherever investigation lias been 
made it was disclosed that frauds by weights and 
measures were very common. Honest dealers want 
protection against competition that thrives by cheating 
and'the consumers are entitled to protection against 
rishonest dealers. A capable, diligent and honest city 
sealer means money in everybody's- pocket and means 


. - that honest business shall not suffer from forced com- 


petition'with dishonest business. 


The law has been urged by many of Fort Wayne's 


.largest retail establishments dealing in foodstuffs and 
at the meeting of the city- council Tuesday night sev- 
eral of the leading coal dealers were present to ask 
that the ordinance be passed. No dealer desirous to 
be honest in his transactions will object to a sealing 
ordinance. The cost .of maintaining the office would 
be the merest trifle compared with what would be 
saved to the consumers of Fort Wayne. 


Investigations in New York. Philadelphia, Indian- 


apolis and other cities have disclosed that cheating by 
means of short weights and measures is a widespread 
practice and that the victims of it are mainly those 
who least can afford to be cheated. Fort Wayne may 
not have many dealers and peddlers who are dishonest: 
but the creation of the office of city'sealer will be a 
comfortable guarantee that fraud of this kind will be 
stopped. It will pay and it ought to be done. 


* 


There is opportunity to render great public serv- 


ice in the office of city forester and it is greatly to 
the credit of Mr. 0. N. Guldlin that he is willing to 
undertake the discharge of tho?e duties free of .all 
cost to the city. We believe more will be done for 
the shade trees of the city in this way than through 
the employment of a salaried forester. 
Mr. Guldlin 


proposes to assume the labors of the office from a 
sense of public duty, from a desire to be useful to 
the whole people, from an animated civic spirit. Pub- 
lic service springing from and conditioned by such 
high motives will tremendously exceed in value any 
service rendered merely for pay. It is a field, more- 
over, in which there has been so little done that it 
ought to be demonstrated to the people how so much 
may be made of possibilities, how the city's bcatitv 
may be conserved, its beauty extended and increased. 
this can be the better done by one who will do the 
work for the love nf it. 


The Hedekin house just raided by the police is no 


better and no worse .than it has been for a score of 
yeans and perhaps longer. It has been .an unspeak- 
ably filthy and morally pestilential sink for a genera- 
tion. 
How it has^always bec-n able to escape police 


attention may !>e explained upon some such ground 
as was shown to be holding up the Arlington hotel. 
At all events,'n.ow that the police have gone after 
it. the place should be compelled to be decent or to 
close, ^kanwlrile, we suggest that the Fort Wavuc 
health autlwritiire give the squalid old hole a lookin.

The Courier-Journal is not sanguine that the reci- 


procity arrangement, negotiated between representa- 
ives of the United States and Canada and laid before 
he legislative bodies of the two countries Friday, .will 
be ratified by our congress. It is too objectionable to 
certain protected interests to escape stubborn resistance 
n a congress dominated by the protected interests. 


Undoubtedly the treaty., if it may be so called, is a 


tep in the right direction. To the extent that it dimin- 
shes restrictions on our international trade and de- 
ceases or removes duties on commodities essential to 
he sustenance and comfort of American consumers, 
t is to be commended; but it will be fought by the 
tandpatters, who had their way in the construction of 
he Aldrich-Payne tariff and who do not seem to have 
earned any wisdom from the disastrous verdict pro- 
lounced at the polls upon those who perpetrated that 
ct.

Takes Inventor to Task for 


His Expressed Views 


on Immortality. 


A PLEA FOB FAITH 


THE FORT WAYNE SENTINEU 


New Tork, Feb. f^-Cardinal Gib- 


bong, of Baltimore, in reply to ths ex- 
pressed opinions of Thomas A. Edison 
on the soul and religion says In an in- 
terview printed In the Columbia Mag- 
azine: 


"I regret exceedingly that he has 


given such views to the public, for 1 
admire Mr. Edison's genius. Some be- 
little him as a mere mechanic. I have 
no patience with such a view, for no 
man couM achieve what Mr. Edison I. 


*has without 
extraordinary 
mental 


*-*powers. 'He Is 
% the 
representative 


of American inventive genius and has 
brought glory upon our country In the 
.whole world; h« Is truly a marvel, and, 
as well, a great benefactor of the race. 


. 
He has been Intensely devoted to his 
pursuits, and he has paid the penalty, 
just as Darwin did. just ng so many 
of our great men do. 
' 


"Darwin bemoaned at the end of his 


life, you know, that his Intense de- 
votion to scientific Investigation had 
atrophied his sense of poetry, of music, 
and I know not what; I would add, 
his sense of religion, for the religious 
spirit, if not cultivated, will die, too. 


Sty* Edion't Mind U M«imed. 


"So has It been with Mr. Edison; he 


has maimed his own mind, just as 
Darwin did, by a too one sided'exer- 
cise of its powers. He talks with great 
freedom, and I say with not a little 
contempt, of thelogy; but one sus- 
pects that he has been too occupied 
and perhaps too contemputous of theo- 
logy to devote much time to its study. 
One suspects that his acquaintance 
with It is almost limited to fragmen- 
tary reminiscences of sermons heard 
In boy hood. days. 


"Here" Is a scientist 'who proclaims 


dogmas to the public, and'he. seems to 
ask us to believe them because he be- 
lieves them. If he spoke as the head 
of a school he might refer us to their 
argument*; but I do not know for 
whom' he speaks. Not for the material- 
ist, because he believes matter can- 


. not explain all; not for the Idealist, for 


he believes In matter; not for the 
monlst evidently; not for the agnostic, 
for- he acknowledges a supreme Intel- 
ligence; nor for the -pantheist, BO* far, 
at -least, as he reveals his mind. 
In 


fact, I cannot place Mr. Edison. 
I do 


not know any school that would claim 
him. All I can be sure of 'is that he 
dogmatizes on his own account. 


Cit*t Sample of Dogmatism. 


"The most' striking- Instance of his 


dogmatism is his • fundamental asser- 
tion .that cells have Intelligence. Mr. 
Edison does not prove this: he does 
not try to prove it; he asserts it, over 
•Mid over again, and 
perhaps some 


simple people will believe it is true. 


" 'Proof, proof,' he says, 'that is what 
I. have always been after;' and he 


I 
claims to 'accept 
no scientific 
fact 


without the final proof.' Now, who- 
ever proved the existence "of an Intel- 
ligent cell? There Is not a scintilla: of 
proof,,not the beginning of a proof for 
such an assertion. It is assumption, 
mere baseless assumption. 


"No, If the brain cells have intelli- 


gence, no scientist ever has discovered 
the fact 
We know nothing, then, 


about intelligent cells; but we do know 
that a man has an'Intelligent mind or 
soul. "We do not distinguish between 
mind and soul in the way Mr. Edison 
does In his unphilosophical . termino- 
logy; the mind is tte soul in its intel- 
lectual operations. 
The mind is one 


and knows itself to be one. 


My«t»ry of the .Individuality. 


"Memory proves this. 
I remember 


the civil -war. The. little, brain cells 
that had these early experiences have 
passed, away, physiology teils us, but 
I remain the same individual through- 
all these changing years. 
Nothing-is 


"clearer to me than rny own individual- 
ity, and the principle of that is what 
we call the soul. 


'•'Mr. Edison speaks, of Tils investiga- 


tions' into the soul; he seems-to have 
looked for it with a microscope. St. 
Paul was a truer philosopher, for what 
man knoweth the things 
of a man, 


save the spirit of man that is -in him? 
It Is only by searching into our 'con- 
sciousness that the nature of mind and 
soul can be discovered. 


:"No genius can afford to neglect-the 


patient labors of the 
world's 
great 


thinkers and strike- out for (himself.' 
Sir. 'Edison like many another great 
man, has not recognized his limita- 
tions. The greatest mortals are finite, 
•very finite. None of us knows every- 
thing. But I said there are philosophic 
proofs for the spiritual nature of the 
sojil and its survival after death. Let 
the reader, if-he wishes, study such a 
work as Maher's ^Psychology,' begin- 
ning at the beginning and working 
slowly up to the end. It is a most able 
book and satisfying,in my judgment, 
and interesting as well. 


Where. Even Philosophy Fails. 


"Those-who perserve to the end may 


be saved—by philosophy? But .the 
world was never governed by 'philo- 
sophy: it has never wanted to be, and 
It-never will be. Christianity knows 
the nature, of man; it has a far deeper 
wisdom than was ever dreamed o£ In 
the philosophy of. the.great thinkers.

"One th'ng 1 am glad of is. that Mr. 


Edison recognizes the, existence of a 
supreme' • intelligence. 
To 
me 
the 


whole world testifies this. It is good 
to see that he cannot conceive of blind 
evolution as accounting for it, nor for 
the wonders of nature. 
Mechanism 


alone, as he says, cannot -explain this 
world; only supreme intelligence could 
produce it. rule It, and bring It to Its 
perfection."

Therefore-the gas will to some 
extent have expanded again: conse- 
quently when ignited in this condi- 
tioned the forre of the explosion is 
'materially reduced, and therefore a. 
great deal more fuel is required tn 


when the charge is exploded just at' 
the right instant. 
' A retarded spark and an open throt- 
tle will usually produce a slight rumb- 
ling, of the gears on the crank shaft^ 
and cam shaft.

While only fifty of the more 
prominent concerns were represented 
at the Windy City meeting, giving the 
Impression that close corporation might 
be projected, the intention Is to Invite 
to membership all firms of repute. The 
list of Invitations wil llnclude. there- 
fore, all the concerns that recognize 
the SeWen patent and some that did 
not. Henry Ford, who for years fought 
ajid finally overturned the patent, will 
be among the el'.Rlnles, and as he has 
always been Identified with movements 
calculated to advance the industry he 
•will probably be one of the most prorn- 
ipent members of the projected organi- 
zation. 


- Should the entire body of Ameri- 
can makers of prominence join hands 
In- the new organization, it will un- 
doubtedly stand as the strongest auto- 
mobile body In the world. One of its 
principal functions will lie In keeping 
within limits consistent with demand. 
The tendency Inst year was to over- 
produce, and this wa schecked by the 
A. L. A. M., with the result that the 
close of the year found the industry in 
a", much healthier condition than 
it 


•would have been hai1 there been tne 
aggregate output that nt one time ap- 
peared likely.

Some Important Work. 


The Licensed association, through Its 


membership, scattered 
all 
over the 


country, was in a position to forecast 
the extent of demands. The new or- 
ganization, bigger an'd broader, should 
be even better prepared 
to warn 


against unhealthy conditions. It will. 
JJot, of course, be able absolutely to 


reitrlct output to a stated amount, as 
the Licensed association did In cases. 
although its restrictions imposed no 
hardships. 


Another important feature to be 


taken up will be the holding of the 
annual show in this city. Plans for the 
1912 exhibition at the garden are golns 
right ahead. The show will be on the 
same lines as the one of last month, 
commercial vesicles getting a week to 
themselves. 
How the affair will be 


designated depends on the name se- 
lected for the new organization. 


It is an Interesting fact that, despite 


the many rumors concerning Madison 
Square garden, the automobile show 
committee has no fear of being 
left 


without a satisfactory place for the 
annual exhibition. 
Nor Is the new 


Grand Central palace counted upon as 
a substitute. The building In Lexing- 
ton avenue. It Is said, will not afford 
the facilities that are considered neces- 
sary. The erection of a new building, 
however. Is looked for In time to suc- 
ceed the garden. If that famous struc- 
ture is ever razed. 


It will be much easier for th» manu- 


facturers, as a body, to combat litiga- 
tion on points of patents than could 
be done individually, and this will be 
one of the means of protection afforded 
to members of the new body. In ex- 
planation of this it is said that claims 
frequently crop up that are without 
foundation, but which cause much 
trouble. The Justice of such claims can 
be quickly passed upon by experts re- 
tained for the purpose. On the other 
hand, where nn Inventor has a Justifi- 
able claim against members of the as- 
sociation the organization, rather than 
the 
Individual, will consider It and 


make a satisfactory adjustment or ar- 
rangement.

ON MAKING AN AQUARIUM. 
j 


Plenty of Water and of Air Surface 


Needed by the Fi»h««. 


( Xew York Sun.) 


"When a woman conies to me to ask 


how to make an aquarium 1 advise her 
to use about three times 
as 
much 


water and a third less fiish than she 
has In mind,"'said one of the men In 
charge of the experimental labatory on 
the roof of the aquarium at Battery 
park. "As a rule, people who make 
aquariums think more of the appear- 
ance than of the life of the fish. As a 
consequence in a few months there are 
no fish. 


"Fish cannot live If they are over- 


croweded. I never recommend globes. 
They are pretty,, much prettier, T sup- 
pose, to people who do not know about 
fish than the straight-sided jars, but 
they have not enough air 
surface, 


plenty of air surface Is essential if 
'.vou want to keep fish alire. 


"After Betting sufficient air surface 


put a. iayw of sand or gravel in the 
bottom. I believe down here we use 
the gravel almost exclusively, because 
we can get it easier. The next point, 
and perhaps It is as Important as any 
other, is getting the right proportion 
of plant and animal matter. Down here 
we figure ori about eight gallons of 
water to 'four small fish, with enough 
plants to give out the oxygen the'-flsh 
will use up. It is much better to have 
more water and plants than the fish 
require than too llttl*. 


"Where there is enough plant mat- 


ter to keep the water fresh and yon 
are careful to keep out all decaying 
matter there is no reason .why your 
fish should not live years instead of 
months. 
Light is also essential, but 


not the direct ray^ of the sun. If there 
is not enough light the plants will not 
supply the oxygen. 


"For fresh water fontinalis, sagit- 


tarla and duckweed are all good. Duck- 
weed Is wsefl as a floating plant on the 
surface. For salt-water fish there are 
the various kinds of seaweed. 


"As for the variety of fish to be used 


in the aquarium, that depends on taste 
as much as anything else. The goldfish 
is bright in color and cheap in price, 
but it is very stupid. 
The Chinese 


paradise fish are much to be preferred 
from my point, of view. They arp cuter, 
brighter and much more democratic. 


"Sunfish 
and little minnows 
are 


much more amusing than goldfish to 
mp. Then there are solarias, with their 
hit of blue. We usually put some of. 
these in each of the school tanks we 
get up. Of course they .ire not so cheap 
I mean in price, as the goldfish, but I 
had rather pay the difference. 


"The question of feeding is not very 


complex. Down here we give the fish 
chopped raw meat three times a week. 
They all like this diet very much and 
thrivp on it provided the right pro- 
portion is maintained in the aquar- 
ium. 
Some, salt-water fish get chop- 


ped clams, while 
others get small 


snails. 


"Some of the fish down here in the 


aquarium have been hero healthy and 
apparently happy for years, while in 
other tanks they are alwrfys slipping 
in newcomers. We nave our failures 
as well a? the women who come down 
her° asking for advice. Ours are not 
from overcrowding, however. That is 
the great mistake of .amateurs."
